LaFollette, superintendent of 
mail service at Crissey T[ield, 
telegram from the Southern Pacific 
train dispatcher at Summit, stating 
that ‘he saw an airplane apparently 
in distress, circling in a northerly 
direction above Eder, five miles east 
of Summit, at 4:30 Friday afternoan. 

It was in this region that Vance 
was forced to land. in fourteen feet 
of snow last February. He carried 
his mailto the nearest. railway ‘sta- 
tion»and directed) salvaging. of his 
plane.

hop@ that Vance may have again 
sucegssfully landed in the moun- 
tains, perhaps this time too far from 
a raitway to reach it quickly. They 
say that he knows all of the terri 
tory perfectly. 

Search for the missing pilot was 
begun at daylight yesterday when 
eight planes took off from Crissy 
Field and a ninth'sct out from [Iko, 
Nevada. Yesterday afternoon a tenth 
plane left Crissy Field. The pilots 
are systematically’ covering all of 
the territory that Vance might have 
traversed.
